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DETAILED ACTION 

1. Applicant's cancellation of claims 10-43 is acknowledged. Applicant's election of 
invention I, claims 1-9 is acknowledged. The additional election requirement for species is 
vacated. Election was made without traverse in amendment filed 14 August 2003. Claims 1-9 
are pending. 

Claim Objections 

2. Claims 4-6 depend from rejected claims 4 and 5 but are otherwise allowable. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

4. Claims 1-2 and 9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Heavner et 
al (US Patent 5,464,935). Heavner et al. teaches peptides which bind of selectins in a 
physiological acceptable carrier (column 4, lines 42+; column 1, lines 7+). The claims are drawn 
to compositions that contain peptide; the peptides are effective to modulate binding of selectins 
to receptor or ligands. The claims are sufficient in scope to encompass the peptides disclosed by 
Heavner et al. Thus, the reference anticipates the claimed invention. 

5. Claims 1-5, and 9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Esko et al 
(US Patent 5,639,734). Esko et al synthesize glycosides that mimic sialyl Lewis X (see 
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Example 9), and pharmaceutical compositions thereto (see claim 13). Thus, the reference 
anticipates the claimed invention. 

Conclusion 

6. Claims 6-8 are directed to allowable subject matter as the sequences are free of the prior 
art.
